EE As there was an O2dinanie made by the late General 
Convention of this Bingdom, allembled by His Pajeſties authoꝛi 
ty, intituled, An Ordinance tor the tpecdy railing of Moneys for His Ma- 
jeſties Service, and Dated the firſt day or March 1660; wt ich O2d1 
nance was io? raiſing a double Pole, And whereas (le rave re- 
ceicedinto2mation that in the leavying of the Moneys charged by the 
ſaid Oꝛdinante, there habe been great Misdemeandurs in the Colle 
ttoꝛs and Sub ⸗Collectoꝛs thertot in ſeveral Counties, by charging 
the ptople with moꝛe Money than in the Books of Alleſments deli 
vered to the Collecto2s were charged on them, eracting in ſome caſes 
double, and in lome caſes treble the ſums charged on them. and in 
| cracting Moneps towards payment of the ſaid double Pole from o- 
thers who were not charged in the ſaid Books of Alleſments which Moneys ſo unduly recei— 
ved, the ſaid Collettoꝛs and Sub⸗Collettoꝛs have taken and converted to their own p2ivate uſes, 
without rendering any Arcompt 02 the ſame to His Ma jeſtie by which miſdeincanours in the 
ſaid Collecto2s and Sub Collectoꝛs, his Ma jeſty hath been abuſed, and his Subjects oppꝛeſſed: 
Wie the rekoꝛe (who have it in charge from his Majeſty to p:eſerve his Subjects from Weongs 
and oppꝛeſſions) being abundantly ſenſible of thoſe miscarriages, and being deſirous to apply 
ſuch remedy thereunto, as may tend not onely to the juſt puniſhment of the Offenders, but alſo 
to the relief of thoſe who have been oppꝛeſſed; do in Oꝛder thereunto, by this Pꝛaclamation in his 
Majeſt ies Name ſtrictly charge and command, all and every the Commiſſioners appointed fo? 
taring the ſaid double Pole in all and every the Counties of this Kingdom, That where they 
have not as pet returned to his Majeſties Receiver General oꝛ his Deputy, Duplicates of the 
Books delivered to the Collectoꝛs of the ſaid Moneys, that they do fozthwith cauſe the ſaid Du- 
plicates to be returned to His Majeſties ſaid Receiver General oꝛ his Deputy, without refer: 
ring him to the returns of the firſt ſingle Pole; wherein if they fail (it being that which they 
ought long ſince to have done) as (We may thereby habe cauſe to ſuſpect that ſome of them have 
at leaſt purpoſely connived at the frauds of the Collettoꝛs oꝛ Sub⸗Collettoꝛs: ſo they may juſtly 
expect to be pꝛoteeded againſt fo? their ſo long neglect in returning the ſaid Duplicates 3 And the 
ſaid Commiſſioners of every County are to take Oꝛder that the Clerk employed by them in tran- 
{cribing the laid Books, do attend the nert going Judges of Allize into the County where ſuch 
Clerk was ſocmployed, and there on the firſt day of the Seſſion of the ſaid Judges of Alli ze, fo? 
that County where ſuch Clerk was employed, that the ſaid Clerk do deliver to the ſaid Pudges 

a Duplicate of the ſaid Books, atteſted by ſome of the ſaid Commiſſioners. and there to attend 
during the Seſſions of the ſaid Judges foꝛ that County; And the ſaid Judges of Alſize are then 
and there to hear and examine all complaints that ſhall be erhibited unto them, againſt any of 
the laid Collectoꝛs 02 Sub⸗Collectoꝛs, oꝛ others, foꝛ o2 concerning any frands oꝛ abuſes commit- 
ted oꝛ concerning the lebying of the ſaid double Pole, and to p2oceed attoꝛding to Law againſt ſuch 
/ perſons, as ſhall be found to have miſdemeaned themſelves therein, and that in ſuch ſoꝛt as may 
be not onely fo? the juſt puniſhment of ſuch Offenders, but alſo eremplary fo? others to take war 
ning by, that they pꝛeſume not to offend in that kind, and alſo fo? ſatisfaction and reparation to 
be made to the perſons injured; And the ſaid Judges of Alli ze are at their return from the Cir- 
cuite to give an Attompt in wꝛiting at this Board of their pꝛoteedings herein.
